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many men otherwiſe affeted, and will hardly 
be pcrſwaded to be thereto conceited. Bur ler 
them be well adviſed, for I ſpeake not by heare. 
ſay or imagination, or from any other printed 
tradition, but by my owne experience and ap- 
proved concluſion, as ſhall appeare hereafter; 
yet I may imagine I ſhould not neede to vie ma. 
ny words for perſwafion, knowing that many 
experienced Oftringers vnderſtands the ſame: 
and for my owne pare I can mſtly affirme that 
I hauc kept ſome few ofthe Finde, whereof one 
ofthem liued with me abouc a dozen yecre, and 
neucr had,during that time, any kind of phyſicke 
ginen vnto her;and therefore ſo farre, as out of 
my owne knowledge I may, I doe wiſh the-yong 
man, that theſe following direAions may bee his 
dirca and ſctled conrle in the reclaiming, inſca- 
ming, and keeping his Hawke. | 
Vſeonelya right and good order in her dyet, ;,q,,q;0.. 
with (wect meate at all times cleane dreſſed, and for the yong 
reaſonably waſhed, or according as he ſhall finde 5% 
her of gentle or tubborne naturc;and alſo a mea- 
farable quantitic to bee given vnto her (o often 
as hereafter hee ſhall be further inſtrued : like- 
wiſe with caſting ducly beſtowed on, her, if hee 
findes her to hooks and to like of caſting of 
woollen, thenlet her haneit; but otherwiſe let 
it be ſuch as agrecth beſt wich/ber owne' nature; 
forthere be many right ſound Hawkes of thar 
kinde, that will on euery great gorge, through 
the long keeping of fuch woollen 4 
iſta 
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diſtaſtethem, the hor ſtench and ſauour ofthem 
will be ſo noyſome and dilagreeing with the ſto- 
macke, that workes and ſtrives for the time to 
diſpeſt what ir receiues into it, vntill it findes, as 
it were,a certaine contending or vnnaturall wor- 
king againſt it ſelfe,& being in nature vanquiſhed 
and ouercome by the ſame, it is conſtrained to 
yeeld and freeit cleerely of it, by reſtoring or re- 
turning it backe to him that gaue it. 

And to. preuent this loathing, or diſlike of 
this kinde of caſting, or any cuill that might in- 
gender or grow thereby: I haue many yeecres paſt 
lefc off to giue any of them to my. Hawke at the 
night time, neither at anytime to: keepe within 
her bodice aboue one houre, or two at the moſt, 
by my good will. Which courſe I hauc found 
to be very agreeable with any Hawke in health, 
or in meane eſtate, and topreuaile as much with 
her,in ſcowring or cleanſing the place:that har- 
bours or containes it, of all: ſuperfluous marter 
therein contained, to the deſired wiſh or con- 
tentment of the beholder : for whoſe further ſatil- 
tation, I will here briefely make it plaine vnto

ment or carefulneſle, or both; for thebeſt or skil- | 
fulleſt that is cannot governe ſuch an:#awke as 
{he ougheto be. And becauſe hauc written ſo 
largely before, I will now bricfly let you under. 
fand, chat at the firſt reclaiming and making, is 
the time to teach her, when as with good mear 
cleane drefled and waſhed, and reaſonable gorges 
of the ſame, with the like time adioyned, you 
muſt get her a good ſtomacke before you:proffer 
herone caſting, and then {hee will not bee nice or 
curious to take it; alwayes being mindefiill chat 
it beno morc in quantitie, but that ſhe may well 
and calily ſwallow ; and then when ſhee hath fo 
done, preſently pur on her hood, and ſuddenly 
giuc her ane bit or two of mea her with- 
all , then make a little Ray, vntill you mes 
aſſuredly that ſhe hath putit downeinto her pan- 
nell z which being perceiucd , put on her hood 
2gaine, and giue hera reaſonable ſupper: andehis 
| courſe it is & ſhould be taken with her continu- 
ally, as after the reccit of her caſting, as you haue 
heard, to let her fit in her hood vnrill hath 
put it into her pannell, and:you ſhall ſec ir will 
rot be long betore ſhee will vnderftand what ſhe 
ſhould do; and in all loue vnto it, will haſten

courſe. For I haucſeene my ſelfe ſome men, that = 
before their caſting were any whit downe their 
Diforderinthe pz, w&es throat, would follow her ſo haſtily with 
pucroten®- meat, that ſhe bath becne almoſt choaked : but 
howſocuer, it will oftentimes very much moleſt

Alſo others doe vie to'giue quilles and ſuch 
like vnto theſe kinde of Hawkes, both in their in- 
ſeaming and flying time : but for my owne pare 
Lioync not with themin the like opinion , but 
rathcr doc :cftceme of then as vaine and ſuper-

Jed Hawke that is, you oughtto be more carefull 
when you meer with another that is but of a dull 
diſpoſition, and as ſluggilh of her wings: yer [ 
have ſeene ſucha one, through the art aud well 
ordering of her Keeper, hath proued a ſpecia!l 
Hawke. I ' 

It was once mine owne chance to haue ſuch 
4 one in my cuſtodie,that in herfalling I percei. 
ued to be very ſluggiſh and heauic, which ſoone 
altered my opinion of her, and withdrew my 
former afte&ion almoſt quite from her : yer on 
further conſideration I began to think with my 
ſclfe, that ſeeing I had gone fo farre with her, I 
wou'd notfo leaue her, fora little more paines, 
vntill I had had ſome further triall of her; 2nd 
then this dire courſe I tooke preſently with 
her. 

It was very early ofthe yeare when as I ſhew- 
ed her market Partridge,that I ſprung,and ſuffer. 
cd to reſt long after: of the which, and afterthis 
manner, {hee killed me, in two or three dayes, 
ſome two or three brace, cuen at the catch, ina 
very little ſpace ; in ſo much as I percciued by 
her ready going, that ſhe knew them well, and 
alſo was very hot on them, and as buſily diſpo- 
ſed with them, when ſhee had any one in her 


foot: which alſo ſhewed,as I deemed,ſfome good 


loue in her towards them , and gave mec ſome 
further comfort beſides , and hope of a good

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and then tovliec her after that manner, with other 
good goucrnment dyely extended towards her 
by her Keeper, {he will moſt certainly prouec a 
ſpeciall Hawke, for in that kinde of behauiour 
ſhe truly ſhews her good nature, her hot loue © 
and capger deſire to her game, and that in reſpet 
of (that) for the preſent time ſhe owneth neither 
man, horſe nor dogge, nor any other thing, her 
mindcis ſo bent of her pleaſure. 

But to leauc her, and returne to the Zyas, 
Brancher, or Puler, vnleſſe they be bred of the 
berter crye ; you ſball haue many of them, nay, 
the moſt part of them will have that one condi- 
tion, laſting and continuing with them a long 
rime; and without this one remedie or meanes 
lately expreſſed, cuen many yearcs: which then 
Treferre vnto you to be cenſured, whether a man 
were better to terrific and feare her cleane out 
of herwittes, then fo long to waite and ſtay, 
expeRing her future and vncertaine defer» 
uings.

be ſprung vnto her : but before I had vſed her 
long to that order of carying barefaced, which 
I chought ro be the moſt ſure and beſt way to

{hee was growne fo vigilant with overmuch tir. 
ringand vnquictneſſe on the fiſt; that vnleſſe the 
Partridge did {pring very faire betore mee, or

ent of minde ſtill attends on him that hath his

| gently; & alſo what 
benefit,ftrength and 
courage it affords to 
herſelf,that may be 
alwayes ſafely kept, 
flown & gouerncd : 
contrariwiſe , what 
diverſitics of incon- 
ueniences waits vp- 
0:1 her that will not 


indure the Hood to 
come neerc her, but is accuſtomed cucrmore to. 


be carried barefaced when ſhe ſhould be flowne, 
eſpecially tothe field: for if ſhee be a right mer- 
tclled Hawke of ſpirit, defiring her ſport and 
prey, it may be ſaid of her to haue more cyes, 
then he of whom ir hath beene affirmed to haue 
an hundred lights; for her continual vigilancie 
will be ſech, forthe appearing or riſing of ber 
dcfired pleaſure, thar ſhce will offer moſt conti- 
nually to goe for her aduantage vnawares toher 
Keeper iuddenly. And therefore, in my opini- 
en,ior t:any cenſicrations, itis the moſt com. 
mendablc & late way, after one of tacſe Hawkes 
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be firſt entred, and onely knoweth a a OR 
then immediatly to teach her, and vc her to flye 
from forth the Hood, often bating at Partridge obſcrunicn, 
ſprung ts other Hawkes, diſcomforts and dif 
courages her; ſo that when her turne is to flye, 
her edge isoff,and her courage is loſt. Therefore 
the melancholy man. is fitteſt tobe her Keeper, 
who beſt can brook to walk or ridealone, which 
ſhee will ſuddenly learne to doe, and as readily 
as a man can wiſh or deſire; and alſo daily to fir 
and weather in the Heod,the which ſhee will be 
as well pleaſed. withall, and neuer to take it off, 
as in cuſtome: but when ſhee ſhall eyther flye, 
feede, bathe, or is to take her reſt at night: And 
ehis courſe direaly I tooke with this Hawke the 
wholctimel1 kept her. 

Alfo at the fame time TI had in charge at the 
leaſt two caſt of R:uvcr-Hiwks;and ordered them 
in their dietmy ſelfe, for which caufeI did very 
ſeldome flye her, fometioe not in the weeke 
and more, during which time, ſhee ſate for the 
moſt part in a rufter hood;and if I had not a ve- 
ry conuenicnt place both day and night in the 
ſame, neuerthelefle that rimeof reſt being expi- 
red, hauing occaſion to vſc her, eyther to the 
field or conart, and giuing her but one houre or 
two to weather abroad in the ayre, though ſtill 
in the Hood, with conſideration always of the 
Romacke, ſhe would flyeto content you: And 
this Hawke was ſo hotand cager at her firſt ma-

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downe among the dogges, as it were, ſcambling 
for the Partridge, and whenſecner I came in, [ 
would take her by the ſhoulders, betweene my 
hands, and throw her vp;nay, ouer and aboue, 
when a Partridge hath ſprung on the other fide 
the hedge, where {hee could not ſee it, I haue af- 
ter the ſame manner thrown her cleane ouer the 
ſ{zmme2,and ſhee hath killed it in the foote at the 
ſame flight.

You may well remember that you haue al-

medand flown your Hewke all this long time ro 
the field, and haue erdcred and goucrned her 
with good ſucceſle in all your proceedings: but 
you ought to conſider neuertheleſſe, that this 
hath becne wrought, praiſed, and broughtro 
good concluſion, for the moſt part in the open 
and champane fields, where was the aſhſtance 
of men on horſe. backe, and on foor, that mighe 
and haue come in atthcir pleaſures, to guard the 
Hawke, and preuentany ill accident that might 
befall by the Spantels in their haſte or rashneſle, 
or otherwiſe happen vnto her.

And I am now . 
come to the Hageare my Of the Hags 
in particular, as ſhec 
is divided from the 
reſt of her owne ge- 
neration, and will 
ſpeak ſomething con- 
cerning her ſelte, be. 
cauſe there ought to 
bee fome difference 
betweene themin the 
order and manner of dealing with them. 

She is the abſolute wildeſt Hewke of all, and 
will therefore deſerue much more labour and 
Skill in her reclaiming and perfeQ making, then 
any of the other-and therefore thereaught to be 
had ſo much the greater care and attendance on 
her,with ſuch orthelike _ againſt the 
time you intendto make her gentle,as I hauc be- 


fore preſcribed vnto you. 
For whereas it is an vſuall courſe with moſt 


men vpon the receit of ſuch a Hawke from the 
Cage, ſuddenly to make her gentle, by pepper- 
ing, watching, and other ſuch like accuſtomed 
vſes, without any formec conſideration or ima- 
gination, how vnfit her bodie may bee, to, bce 
ſo ſuddenly triuen withall. and ouer-heat with 

| M holding 
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holding and turmoiling in the hot water , that 
hath been reſted, and therefore moſt like is char- 
ged and ouercharged with groſle imperfeR fat- 
neſſe, and other fuch like hamors, which being 
ſo ſuddenly ſtirred and diſperſed by immoderatc 
and haſtic dealing,may well hazard her life; and 
for ccrtainermany Hawkes haue beene loſt that 
way. 

Whereforc I would haue you call to minde 
what ordcr I haue formerly preſcribed for ſuch 
a Hawke, and that being well effteted,then may

thirdly, that being rightly and well perceiued, 
thento frame and falhien by Art and diſcretion 
your manner of courſe and dealing with them, 
according to the ſame. Likewiſe for this Hawke 
kiftly and particularly here mentioned, you 
mult conſider that ſhe was taken ont of the neſt 
very younp, and after cloſely kepr, fed, and fa- 
riiliarly trained vp onely by the man, whereby 
of neceffity ſhe mult needs altogether forget her 
nzrwall damme that bredde her, and become 
louing and fond on him that brought her vp : 
Alſo this manner of breeding muſt needs cauſe 
her ro Cifter much in the inclination of her bo- 
dy from the other, which as you hauc heard 
were bred and trained vp by their damme after 
another faſhion. VVherefore as your former _ 
drift and deſire wasonely by your Art and indy- 
ſity corclaime them from their wildeneſſe, and 
dr2w thcit ioucs conſtantly vnto you ; ſo now 
on the contrary you muſt bec-as charie that in 
your teaching and training, you doc not alto« 
gecher beſor rhis zfwhe, thar is in ber owne na- 
ture t90 foobtſh and tond of you alreadie.

ſhall neuer bee able to withdraw their feruent 
loue ſo deepely planted there, to bee ſet on any 
other thing, or placed otherwhere. 

My meaning or intent is not to tye or binde 
you to this ſtri& limitation with every Hawke, 
as inſtiie to appoint how many Doues togine 
and no more; but ſtill do deſire that you ſhould 
be mindefull, and alwaics remember the diffe. 
rence betweene the good metled Hawkeand the 
bad, and ſo to vſe them in their training and c- 
ueric other way; but howſocuer they ſhall ap- 
peare to you, neuerthelefle by my aduice giue 
as few traines as poſhble you may to any field 
Hawke ofthis kinde, for the foreſaid occaſions, 
but euen ſo ſoon as they be taught to catch firſt 
readilie on the Lure, Icrrthem haue the reſt giuen 
vnſcild with ſome few feathers draw:ic from 
them, that they may kill them alwaies by the 
ground, without any mounting at all: Alſo 
{rom the fiſt, and out of the hood, and then fo 
{;2ne as ſhce will fic and trufe readilic that 
way, leaue off that courſe, and ſhew her Par- 
tridge, and if it bee poſhble, let her haue ſome 
few from the hand, attcr the ſame manner ; and 
thereis no queſtion but with chis courſe rightly 
ob! :ru.d.20c well followed, you may make c- 
ven ra* ve:ic? {lvgge ofthe dulleft ſpirit, tobe- 
come a good Hawke, as wel forthe field and the 
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Partridge, as otherwiſe to hold out and purſue 
a traine to the end from the mans hand. 

I know there will bee an expeRation at my 
hand of ſome rules of Phyſicke for theſe kinde 
of Hawkes, and the beſt anſwere that I neede to 
make vnto it, is this : Firſt, there is no ſound 
Hawke whatſocuer, that ſhall haue nced of any 
ſuch thing, vnleſle it bee to confound her, that 
otherwiſe would doe well; and for theſe kinde 
of Hawkes, it goes hard-with them when they 
ſhall haue any ſuch occafion : and therefore by 
my counſell,let eucrie man that hath his Hawke 
ſound and well, ſtriuc and bee carcfull to keepe 
her ſo; forit is farre-more eaſier to doe fo, then 
when he hath through negligence or euill ord: r 
abuſed or put her out of temper, to amend her 
with Phyſicke againe:neither can he cuerdoe it, 
vnlefle in ſome appliment for an apparant out- 
ward accident; but otherwiſe, for anie inward 
medicine, let it be eucn cleanc food, well waſhr, 
and ſtones with diſcretion, and once in a weeke 
tothe full and hard Hawkezand on a reſting day, 
ioyne ſome Salendine witch them, tocleanſe and 
purge her offach glut, and other imperfeRion 
as thoſe Hawkes be moſt ſubic& vnto, and haue 
gathered, with reſt or full feeding before. 

Likewiſe for the Goſhawkeor T «ſel, I hauec 
= you in minde alreadic, that they alſo be free 

rom diuers dangerous diſcafes that are ordina» 

rie and common with other Hawkes, as to be ap- 
parantlic liucr. ſhot,or to hauc the Fellanders, or 
nt Sa 
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the Crocke, with others more; and to ſpeake 
rruely, if it bee their 
fortunes to light 
firſtintoa wiſemans 
hand, he will keepe 
anic of them 'euen 
all ker life time, 
which are many 
yeeres, and ſhe ſhall 
neuer have ſurfet, / 
ſickneſſe, or any one Wil 
difcaſe ot other be- | 
fall vnto her, vnleſle it bee by ſome ſtrange acci- 
dent, as in her flying through boughs, buſhes, 
thornes or ſuch like, which is no way to be pre- 
uented by her keeper, for that ſhe is then vnder 
her owne government and diſpoſing, for they 
be all of ſo ſtrong and found a conſtitution af- 
ter they bee once mued. 2c that they are euer. 
more prcſerued and kept in health by the verie 
torce,ſtrength,and vertue of their owne nature, 
by reaſon whercofthere is little cauſe why they 
ſhould be medicined ar all. | 

And whereas I hauc heretofore diſcourſed 
& ſhewed ſufhcientlic of them in cuery reſpeR, 
as how to take them from the mew being fat 
and full, or otherwiſe from the cage, or elſe« 
where, and how to order them accordinglie 
without any medicine or ſcowring atall: And 
whereas many men holds an opinion, that 
when they haue drawne their Hawke from the 
mey, 
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mew,it is not poſſible to make her cleane and. 


readie to flie without twoorthree ſcowrings: in 
the meane while, I thinke I haue ſaid enough 
for that before, and alſo ſhewed a farre better 
way, and therefore I ſhall not neede to fay anic 
morein this place; and alfo let me aduiſe cucrie 
young man that wiſhes well to the ſport, and 
would be a Fawlconer, that hee doe neuer giue 
anic manner of ſcowring or medicine to a ſound 
Hawke,how fat or.full ſoeuer (bee be; for there 
isan oide rule or ſaying in Phyſicke, which is, 
The whole needes no Phyſitian : and for the 
Hawke Ican maintaineir, for neucr yet knew 
that cuer it did good to any one, bur otherwiſe 
hach much diſtempered them, and hazarded 
their liues; nay otherwiſe taken it quite away, 
that elſe before were in no danger at all. Neuer- 
thelcſle, for that cucry one is not of the ſame 0+ 
pinion, but doth otherwiſe diſpoſe of him- 
ſelfe, and determine to praQitc on very little or 
110 occaſion : I will here for ſuch griefes as theſe 
kinde of Hawkes be ſubieX vnto, ſer downe 
ſo many medicines,as through occaſj. 
on I haue found by experience 
to be moſt conuenient and 
neceſſary to be applied 
or given vntQ 
them, 
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for Hawhes.

RAR? all the diſcaſes that belongs to 
[ &S28\ IP theſe Hawkes, there beeonely three

theCraye ; and being once taken and continu- 
ed any ſeaſon, they will bee very hard cuer af- 
ter to bee recoucred : Therefore the beſt wa 
will be for the keeper cuermore.to hee mind 
andcarefull copreuene their infe&ion, before a- 
ny of them hath laid hold , or ſcazed on his 
Hawke ;, which he may very cafily do if he will 
bee mindfull and watchfull oner them, and 
through his foreſceing knowledge bee carcfull 


to auoid theoccaſion. All theſe infirmities be in 


a manner taken one way , and proceed of one 
cauſe which is cold, and after this manner they 
bee ingendred : the Crawpe and the. Rye follow 
eth after the Hawke hath beene hard flone and 
!aboured, eſpecially in the Winter time, in wet 
and drie, when as afterward they bee ſer vp or ,

mn. 
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downeto reſt the night time, in ſome moiſt or 
damp plage,low,nicere vuto. ſome earthen floore; 
wherefore it is neceſlaric thatyou be cuermore 
carefullto fet them vp as highas you can in ſuch 
places, and vpon ſome thing or other that they 
may reſt warme vpon, after their bodics and 
bloud hath becne extraordinarily heat and cha« 
fed, to preuent that danger ; for they will not 
brooke to fit in thenight time necre to the moiſt 
carth as other Hawkes will doe, and'it hath oft 
times cauſed the Crempe to lay hold vpon cue- 
rie ijoynt and limmeof the whole bodice ; and for 


that I baue alrcadie written ſo largely of che 
ſame dilcaſc, and what may be: dongfartho re- 
coucrie of it, I will here ſay no monty, bucibet 


the beſt courſe is through care and diligence to 
ſecke to preuent the comming of it. Alſo for the 
Rye chatis taken through theſame occaſion, and 
is a faſtſeried- grief ond  Rufing. in the head; 
and will, if ie bee not quirkly found, and as ſud- 
denly looked vnto,grow cither to adry frownce 
or a wet, or otherwiſe 8 continuall moiſt hu- 
mour, which will hardly beener cured, for ex» 
ample, I had a Hawke ſent me thelaſt Michael. 
maſſe from Sir 1i#iam WWooddowes, winking of 
oneeyec, the which proceeded of a continnall 
cold in the head, as I plainly perceiued z and af- 
ter T had a little looſened it by one couer that 
was growne in the cheſt of his Pallat, and ario- 
ther cloſe by hiseare, on the ſame fide that hec 
winked on, which I tooke away ; and alſo was

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inforced to burne one of his nares to open that 
which was quiteſtope vp, I vſed all the meanes 
I couldto purge and cleanle it, and he ccaſed noe 
eucry other day tothrow and caſt out ſome filth, 
and in time ſo much, avitis[notto be imagined 
or ſpoken of, during the' time vatill after the 
Chriſtmas following,and then it ceaſed and dri- - 
cd vp on the ſudden. This plainly ſhewes wha 
a fault and ouer-ſightitis in any nan chae- will 
not when he may, ſo caſily preaenefirchihings 
before they do come, or otherwiſe when. they

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Jonger, ſhe will likewilc fall to dorripg, and bee 
loſt, but otherwiſe with this obſcruation and 
good order in her dict, ſhee will ſhew-her ſelfc 
a Hawke to plcaſc a Prince; for you may flye 
her twenty times in the afternoone, when n6 
other Hawkes will liye but muſt be waited on - 
yera little longer, then may you put herto it, 
as cither to the Partridge, the Quaile, the Clot 
bird in the fallow fields whichis a very fatand a 
dainty bird much like vnto the Martine, the 
Warwinckle, which isa pycd bird,and vſes moſt 
in paſture-ground, or other champane places, 
whereas growes great and tall bulhes, one ſome 
place ordiſtance from the other; whereasT haue 
ſcene an hundred ſtoopings vpon one of the 
ſame birds before it could be kild, which is moſt 
excellent ſport, and full of delight; for if the 
buſhes ſtands not ſome reaſonable. diſtance a- 
part, the bird will be fo ccrrificd at the fight of 
the Hobbie,as you may almoſt take it with your 
hand, and when you thinke it mect, in the end 
you may kill it with a ſtone bow, and.throw it 
to the Hawke, Allo for the Larke I am not able 
with my per to cxpreſle the delight andpaſſing 
pleaſure that is in that flight, bur indeede the 
Eyas isthe very beſt for the mount; forafter ſhe 
hath but wrought three or foure ſecled Larkes, 
and preyed on them, ſhee will. neucr giue ouer, 
but worke into the hightyreafterthe Larke, ſo 
it be in chimpaneand plain country; for there 
the policie anddrift of the bird that nature hath

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taught her, is, by being ſo exceeding high, _ ””

\W hen youarc diſpoſed to haue one of theſe 

Hawkes to make to this flight, you muſt make 
your choice ofthe formall,and take her fromthe 
neſt a little before ſhe is able to fit vpon the fide 
of the ſame; then muſt you prouide and make a. 
nother neſt, and place it on ſome tree in cither 
Orchardor Garden,where it may bee ſafe , and 
there ſhe muſt be fed by the man with bits giuen 
on the ſharpe end ofa ſtick, vntill ſhe be growne 
able to ſtand ſtiffely on her legs,andto pull hard 
for the meat ſhe (hall cat, at which time, as you 
{hall fixrther finde her firengeh and ableneſſe,the 
neſt being no. higher but that a man may well 
reachit, hee muſt bee taught by your Art and 
voyce inJuring,to cometo the [urefrom thence, 
if it be buta footata time at the firſt,and ſo after- 
ward by degrees,as you do find her more ſtron- 
ger, to teach her to come further ; andafter this 
manner ſhe muſt be tutercd vntill ſhe will come 
from the neſt to your voyce (o farre as ſhee can 
heare, and flye vpon you, attending till on her 
wings where you will hauc her, and vnrill you 
percejuc her to be full ſound, when as you muſt 


haue your hood,leſſebuites,and bels,with other 
V | Ornd- 
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ornaments belonging to decke and furniſh her 
withall ; which being done, ſhe muſt bec made 
more gentle and acquainted with the hood, and 
carriage continually on the fiſt : then muſt you 

prouide ſome Larks to traine her withall, but © 
actone to be ſeene come from the fiſt or hand, 
but hauing before kild two or three on the [ure, 
let her goat firſt from the hood toatraine that 
muſt bec in a creance of browne threed , and as 
high asa tall tree before you do vnhood her to 
ir. When as you ſhall finde her ſo apt and for. 
ward to that ſport, as by that time ſhe hath but 
enioyed ewo or three after that manner, ſhe will 
goto her biſineſſe {a willingly , and with ſuch 
delight and plcalure, as ir wouldeuen rauiſh the 
mindeand ſences of her keeper, or other ſpe&ta- 
- ror; then having thus well taught and trained 
her, afterward when you do not vſc or flyc her, 
you may ſuffer her to cake her pleaſure abroad 
' both day and night continually, oras you ſhall 
ſee cauſe,alwayes remembring that you feed her 
rot at home for 8 while at the firſt, but otherwiſe 
by your lure or voyce to draw her abroad ſome 
quarter or half mile,and there feed andlcaue her; 
Ani for certaine, when ſhe hath fed, feaked, and 
reioyced, ſhe will repairc ſuddenly backe to the 
place where ſhee was bred vp by the man, and 
trained. Alfo, on reſting dayes when ſheis gor. 
ged, if you will obſerueher,you ſhall ſee her vſu- 
ally in the hear of rhe day to flic and foare ſo 
high, as it will not be poſſible to view or __ 
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her, by which meancs with her naturall educa. 
tion toge ther, ſhe wil be asperfeA in knowledge 
of the countrey, as the wilde Haggard her natu- 
rall damme-that bred her,and you ſhall not need 
after to feare or loſe or leaue herbehinde you any 
where within foure or five miles, with ber prey 
in her foot, bur fo ſoone as {he hath concluded, 
ſhe will returne to the place of her firſt eraining 
againe. And this courſe ſhe will hold moſt cer- 
taine and conſtantly vntill the weeke before Mi- 
chaclmas, but no longer,andehen {he will as her 
owne naturg{hall leade her, be gane, if you-giuc 
her any libWty, and truſt her abroad. 

| Buttorxeturn tothe Heggardasthere be ſome 
of them excellent for this flight of high mount- 
ing,ſo likewiſe there arc other ſome thatin their 
naturall vnderſtanding and cunning will deſire 
and ſecke after aduantage, as to bee high flowne 
on their wings , arid. from hem, and after that 
manner toconquer their prey,but otherwiſe wil 
not go from the fiſt to the mowrtieat all : alſo for 
their diet, it would be of cleane waſhed mutton, 
or ſach other like meat, when they flie not ; for 
they be as hard Hawkes as any be, and muſt bee 
ſtoned and ſet to.a ſound ſtomacke when they 
ſheuld flic. And fo I will leauethem as the moſt 
rareand excellent birds of the world for the 
young mans vſe,who cannot wellbrooke or en- 
dure to betied to any cecrtaintic, as to be limited 
or appointed by preſcription, when or at what 


times hee ſhall begin or end his ſport and plea- 
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ſure in Hawking. 

Whereas altogether through the perſwafion 
ofmy friends, I conſented ar firſt, though vnwil. 
ling to vndertake this buſinefſe, cuen fo after. 
ward, a$ vnaduiſedly and raſhly, withont any 
foreſight, er conſideration of the ſubicAs I was 
totreat of, or ground whereon I might ſafely 
build my foundation, T hane laboured and tra- 
uelleda long time, vneafily,and with much wea- 
rineſſe in my iourney;neuerthelefle am now wel 
refreſhed and comforted that I wandered nor 
from theline that was laid mee, or the rough or 
rugged path that was likewiſe appointed to dt- 
reX me: and therefore if Imay with fimple re- 

queſt perſwade thee honeſt Reader, not to 

grudge at my good will , but cenſure 
better of mc, (hall heartily thanke 
thee for thy loue, and ſo I fir 
downe co reſt me.
